South Sea Company, and of John Aiſlabie, Ey; and like- 
wiſe of James Craggs, /enior, Eſq; deceaſed, towards mak- 
ing good the Great Loſs and Damage ſuſtained by the ſaid 
Company; and for Diſabling ſuch of the ſaid Perſons as are 
Irving, to hold any Office or Place of Truſt nnder the Crown, 
or to Sit or Vote in Parliament for the future, and for 0- 
ther Purpoſes in the ſaid Att l and alſo in One 
other Act of Parliament, made and paſſed in the Eighth 
Year of His preſent Majeſty's Reign, (Intitled, An Act for 
Prolonging the Times for bearing and determining Claims be- 
fore the Truſtees, in whom the Eſtates of the late South 
Sea Directors, and of John Aiſlabie, E/q; and likewiſe of 


James Craggs, ſenior, E/q; deceaſed, are veſted, and for o- 


ther Purpoſes therem mentioned.) 


The Truſtees before-mentioned humbly crave Leave to 
repreſent to this Honourable Houſe, That fince the Re- 
rt they made to this Honourable Houſe on the Sixth 
ay of February laſt, of the Effects of their Doings and 


Proceedings to that time in the Execution of the Truits re- 
poſed in them ;

That this Honourable. Houſe having ſignified, by an Or- 
der Dated Saturday the Tenth Day of February, One 
Thouſand. Seven Hundred and Twenty One, That it was 
the Pleaſure of this Honourable Houſe, that a further Exa- 
mination of the late Sub-Governor, Deputy-Governor, Di- 
rectors, Caſhire, Deputy-Caſhire, and Accomptant of the 
South Sea Company, ſhould be had, touching any Conceal- 
ment, Omiſſion, or Falſity in their Particulars or Inventories 
delivered to the Log Chief Barog,or one other of the Barons 
of His Majeſtys Court of Exchequer, purſuant to the Act for 
Reſtraining the late Sub-Governor, Deputy-Governor, Di- 
rectors, Treafurer or Caſhire, Deputy-Calhire, and Accomp- 
tant of the ſaid Company, from going out of this Kingdom 
for the, ſpace of One Year, and for diſcovering their E 
and Effefts, Sc. And the Pleaſure of this Houle, that ſuch 
further Examination ſhould be had, having been ſignified by 
the Honourable Spencer Compton, Eſq; the then and now 
Speaker of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, by his 
Letter dated the Twelfth Day of the ſaid February, grounded 
on the ſaid Order of the ſaid Houſe, and directed to the late 
Lord Chief Baron Bury, deceaſed; The faid Truſtees, ſoon 
after they had received Notice that it was the Pleaſure of 
the Honourable Houſe, that ſuch further Examination ſhould 
be had, did apP'y to the Lord Chief Baron, and other Ba- 
rons of the Coif of His Majeſty's ſaid Court of Excheguer, 
to the Intent ſuch further Examination ſhould be made; and 
the ſaid Lord Chief Baron and other the faid Barons of the 
ſaid Court, or Two of them, have from time to time, as 
they were applied to in that behalf, fummoned before them 
as many of the late Directors as the Truſtees have been 
hitherto prepared to require fuch Examination of, who have 
reſpectively been examined, touching any Concealment, 
Omiſſion or Falſity in the reſpective Inventeries or Particu- 
lars ſo by them delivered as aforeſaid. | 


And the ſaid Truſtees do further humbly Report, That 
John Azſlabie, Eſq; in the ſaid Act named, having delivered 
to the ſaid Truſtees ſuch Particulars or Inventories of his 
Eſtates as are 7 in the ſaid Truſtees former Report, 
They the ſaid Truſtees did carefully peruſe and examine the 
ſaid Inventories and Particulars, in order to compute, accord- 
ng to the beſt of their Skill, the clear Value of the ſaid 
Eſtates, and to make their Report thereupon to the Court 
of Directors, as by the ſaid Act they were directed; but the

Compleint to the Lord Chief Juices and other Juſtices of 
His Majeity's Courts of King Boe and Common-Pleas at 
Wefimin/ier, and to the Lord Chief Baron and other Barons 
of His Majeſty's Court of Zxchequer , praying Relief thereu 
on; To which Camplaint the ſaid Truſtees, in purſuance of ihe 
Order of the ſaid Juſtices and Barons dated the Fifteenth Day 
of the ſaid Month of June, did put in their Anſwer; and 
the Nineteenth Day of the ſaid Month of June the faid Juſtices 
and Barons, Three or more of them, did (amongſt other things) 
Order and Direct, That it ſhould be referred to their Regi- 
ſter to inſpect and examine the two Inventories deliver'd in 
by the ſaid Mr. Aiſlabie to the Truſtees, and the Truſtees Re- 
ort thereon to the Court of Directors, and in the preſence of 
both Parties, their reſpective Agents or Sollicitors, to compute 
particularly the clear Value of all the Eſtates which did be- 
long to the ſaid Mr. Aiſſabie, ar any in Truſt for him, at the 
Time they were veſted in the Truſtees by the ſaid Act, or at 
any time afterwards; and allo to compute the clear Value 
of all the Eſtates which belonged to the faid Mr. 4i//abe, 
or to any in Truſt for him, upon the Firſt Day of October 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Eighteen; and to report 
the ſame ſpecially and particularly ; and in taking the faid 
Account Mr. Aiſlabie might be examined upon Interrogato- 
ries ; and if in taking the faid Account or making the ſaid 
Computation, any thing ſpecial ſhould happen, the Regiſter 
was to report the ſame from time to time to the ſaid Court, 
that ſo proper Directions might be given thereupop; and

Sie, and their ſaid Regiſter has proceeded with the Tru- 
ſtees in making the Computations of Mr. Craggs's Eſtate, 
in which they have ſo far travelled, as alſo in the Accounts 


of Mr. Ai/iabie, that the ſame are already compleated, ex- 


cept as to ſome particular Items ſubmitted to the Determi-

The Multiplicity and Perplexity of the Buſineſs that lay be- 
fore the ſaid Truſtees, but eſpecially the Number of Claims on 
theſaid Eſtates being ſo large, engaged the ſaid Truſtees to a 
conſtant Attendance ; and having with all Diligence proceed- 
ed to enquire and inform themſelves concerning the Truth 
and Validity of the reſpective Debts or Intereſts claimed, 
they have, ſince the Twenty Fifth Day of March One Thou- 
ſand Seven Hundred and Twenty Two, examined and en- 

uired into Three Hundred and Twenty Seven of the ſaid 

laims ; and the Court of Directors of the South Sea Compa- 
ny, upon the ſeveral Reports that have been laid before them 
Ing the ſame, have agreed in Opinion with the ſaid

The ſaid ſeveral Reports of the ſaid Truſtees, ſo agreed 
to by the ſaid Court of Directors, have been ſince enter'd 
in Books, with ſuch Reſolutions of the ſaid Court of Di- 
rectors; and the ſeveral Claimants have, for the moſt part, 
in ſuch Books ſigned their reſpective Acquieſcences in ſuch 
Reſolutions. - 


And here the ſaid Truſtees crave leave further to repre- 
ſent to this Honourable Houſe, that in regard of the great 
Number of Claims entered on the faid Eſtates, and of the 
Difficulty the ſaid Truſtees meet with in adjuſting and ſet- 
tling divers of them which ＋ 2 upon Accounts of long 
ſtanding, and of great Value; It will be impoſſible to exa- 
mine into the ſame within the reſpective Times limited in the 
ſaid laſt- mentioned Act in that behalf; and that a further 
Time is neceſſary to enable them to finiſh the whole: which
